A QUESTION OF WEIGHT. 


The Hitching Ordinance’ to Be 
Tested.

FIRST STREET—ONE IN TWENTY, 


At the meeting of the Board of Pab- 
lic Works yesterday, after full arga- 
ments had been beard on both sides of 
the question, it was finally unant- 
mously decided to recommend the one 
in twenty grade for the opening of 
First street. The board recommended 
that the ordinance of intention to estab- 
lish the grade from Lucas avenue to 
the west city limits on a one in twenty- 
five basis be rescinded, and that the 
City Engineer be instructed to report 
an ordinance of intention to establish 

th from Broadway ‘to the city 
li not steeper than one in twenty 
feet, said ordinance to provide fora 
tunnel from the east side of Grand ave- 
nue to the west side of Hope street, 
with bridges at Olive and Flower 
streets. 

It is very gratifying to see that the 
board has unanimously arrived at so 
wise a decision—a decision which will 
give satisfaction to a great majority 
of those interested, and which, if car- 
ried out, will prove of vast benefit to 
the city, the western suburbs, and the 
country between the city and the 
ocean. It now remains for the 
Council to indorse the action of 
the Board of Public Works, and 
it is earnestly hoped by many 

people, representing large inter- 
ests, that the Council will find 
ample reasons for such indorsement, 
and that the time will not long be de- 
layed when work on this much-needed 
improvement will be commenced and 
pushed to a speedy conclusion.

THE COLUSA EX-SHERIFF TELLS 
HIS STORY. 


‘Circulars Dercgatory to the Defend- 


ant’s Wife Circulated by Gar- 
ness—A Newspaper Man 
Gives Testimony:

SAN FRANCISCO, May 16,—{By the 
Associated Press.] D. H. Arnold took 
the stand in his own behalf today in 
the trial for killing Garness. He spe- 
cified the times and places at which 
derogatory circulars about his wife 
were received. The circulars were in- 
troduced in evidence and read, and the 
envelopes bearing addresses of various 
parties in Colusa who received the cir- 
cular were offered in evidence by the 
counsel, who stated his object was to 
show that the handwriting was that of 
Garness.
